paleof decent life; any honest: occupation 
for the futureis rendered almostimpossible, 
hand the ‘indelible marks of his disgrace, 
which he will bear on his body all his life, 
render him a social pariah and drive him to 
" stealin order to satisfy the pangs of hunger. 
He must:either starve or steal ; he prefers 
‘thelatter, isagrainarrested, tried, sentenced, 
flogged——and becomes a honeless "case.

At the Criminal Sessions on the 2oth Inst. 
Acting Putsne Judge Ackrorp’ sentenced 
Fan Ky, an ex-police constable, to: three 
Yeats’ imprisonment with hard labour,.and 
three whippings of twenty sive strokes each 
within the first six months, The man's 
crime, to use the learned Judge's’. own 
definition, was In watching.so. as to allow 
his confederates to commit a robbery.

the agpregate decrease of depositsin the Chinese 
banks as compa‘ed wilh 1889 is about $1,0c0,000, 
the figures belng $6,000,000 for 1889‘ and 
$5,000,000 for this year. Deducting from this 
decrease the $800,000 increase in the British 
banks, ‘there is left $z00,000—s0 that there 
requires “the large decrease of $1,209,cd0 in 
some unaccountable quarter to make up the two 
millions which would be the minimum amount 
to justify the honourable memter's ind finite 
statement as to’ millions” of decrease, . 
I should mention that the Registrar General 
in forwarding his estimate of Chinese bank 
deposits accompanies it with the statement that 
despite all losses, money is at’ present plentiful. | 
among the Chinese, and that the rate cf interest 
among them just now is 42 cents per month per 
S.oc—-this being scarcely over § per cent. per 
annum and is even lower, than the rate among 
Europeans, | Og 
Now‘as regards land, which the honourable 
member says has fallen greatly in value, I do not 
doubt that as regards a considerable area of the 
Jess valuable land of the colony, there bas been 
considernble depreciation by compirison’ with 
the infl ited prices of 1889, but I question whe.’ 
ther there has been any depreciation at all as 
tepards what {s of insompaeyely greater import+ 
ance,'viz : the large area of specially valuable 
land in Victoria. For though a seller of such 
land might not as readily obtain the same price 
as in 1889, I have reason to doubt. whether, 
unless under exceptional circumstances, the price 
to a buyer would be any less now than then. 
On this point I will’ read what is siid to me by 
agentieman, whose position is one likely to 
render him specially well acquainted with the 
subject =" The, value of Marine and Inlard 
Lots has not in my opinion dscllned since 1888.. 
The intrinsic values of town and suburban lots 
have increased within the last two years to the 
extent of $2,000,000 at the least by new bulld- 
ings. and improvements, Fven' where no 


: improvements have been effected no house pro- 


perty in Victoria can be purchased now, under 
ordinary’ circumstances, ata less pilce than in 
188°, House property in the villeges: bas | 
increased in value particularly at Yaumati, 
and. the only apparent dipveciation. is in 
‘suburban property which Is accastoned solely 
from over-building, A great increase fn rentals 
took place in 1888-9, owing to the great number 


oftwo-storied houses which were then pulled down 


‘for the purpose of building houses of three stories 


In thelr place, During the period of pulling 
down .and re-building: there was a dairth of 
house sccommodation and many familles left 
the. colony, not being able to pay the higher 
rates demanded. I find that Chinese tradesmen 
formerly paying at the rate of $35 were compelled 
.to‘pay $50 a month for rent or leave and lose 
their business, Then came the over-bullding, 
upwards of 700 new houses being built to meet 
a demand for about 150 houses. The reduction 
of rents followed of course, but I do not find that 
rents in Victoria have docteased except in cases 
where they had been previously raised to an 
‘almost prohibitive extent, and there is no general 
appearance of, reduction in capital values,” ° 


Now though this gentleman may possibly be.

the whole world having a pretentlon to civilised 
Government, There are indeed within my 
experience very few cases’ where'’an urhan 
ponulation has not to pay other heavy direct «+ 
Indirect taxes, besides all the rates and taxes 
in an equal or greater degree which are paid by 
the people of Hongkong. To take the case of 
‘he Mother Country with which the honourable 
member has instituted a comparison in the 
matter of rents, There are few, ifany, important | 
.commercial or man‘ facturing towns in Engtand 
“where the rates are'less than 6/--in the £ or 
42"per cent onthe rateable value, and this 
independently, where it bas not been commuted, 
ot some—/g in the-£ inhabited. house tax on the 
actual rental ; and I was informed only the other 
day by a propilelor of houses in the clty of 
Norwich that the rates{there were 18/—In the £ 
(90 percent.) onthe rateable value, or some 80 
per cent. on the actual rental, Ido not forpet 
what the honourable member alleges as to rents 
‘here being about three times ‘ns high as in 
England, but there ns in other passazes of his. 
speech 1 am disposed to think that h: has 
unwittingly used the language of hyp-rbote. No 
doubt there may be found places in England 
where houses are cheaper by ¢rdsthan here, but 
on the. other hand I know well that there ate 
other places where they arenot only not cheaper 
but considerably dearer than here, and judging 
from what TI have learned from a- gentleman 
specially sxperienced in this matter, I apprehend 
| that, the cise would certainly not be understated 
if rents here are estimated at double. those of 
England for, hous-s of equal size in equally 
favourable situations as regards similarly 
important centres of business, The mere rates 
of Hongkong independently of the inhabited 
Fheuse wx are therefore certainly nat above, 
‘and:probably below, the average rates of 
coramercial towns in England, and considerably 
tess than half those mentioned in ‘the case 
of Norwich; and in this view it is scarcely 
necessary to point out that the rate-payer of

For the latter has to pay in addition to his Incal 
rates not only all other taxes that are paid here 
in an'equal or greater degree, but he has alsoto 
py income tax property tax, (in addition to the 
inhabited house tax before mentioned) servants’ 
tax, succession duties, sometimes tithe’ rent 
charge, besides heavy duties on his wine, spirits, , 
tobacco and tea, from all of which the Hong- 
kong rate-payer_is entirely exempt. .
